Winchester reported to tha police last 
night that two m*o had picked hi* pocket 


Declares That All Civilized 


Filipinos Are For In- 


dependence 


Boston, Oct 27.—Sexto Lopez, the emi- 


nent Filipino who recently came .to Boa- 
ton from Europe for the purpose of ex- 
plaining to the people of this oountry 
the aspirations and condition* of his 
countrymen, made his first public speech 
last night at Harvard In the Warner 
lecture course. 
He said: 


"It may be well for m* to «tate at 


onoe that I have not com* to this ooun- 
try to interfere In party politic*. Never- 
theless, I tell you frankly that I am 
working and will continue to work for the 
independence of ray oountry. 
To that 


end I should like to say a word about the 
people of the Philippine*. 
It has be«n 


stated that wo are divided Into 54 
"tribes;" that these tribes are at enmity 
with each other, and that they would 
never agree to form a united, strong 
government. 
These statement* are en- 


tirely incorrect. 


"The people of the United States may 


be said to comprise three races, more or 
less blended together, namely: the-Teu- 
tonic, or Anglo-Saxon: the Latin and the 
Slavonic. 
But thera are also a few 


aboriginal tribes, as well as representa- 
tives of almost every race and nationality 
in the world. 
Similarly, tha people of 


the Philippines comprise two races more 
or leas blended tog-ether, namely: tha 
Malayan and the Indonesian, But there 
are a few aboriginal tribes, &a wefll as 
Chinese, Spanish and representatives of 
some other nationalities. 


"In the list compiled by the Schurman 


commission there are said to be 84 dif- 
ferent tribes in the Philippines. 
But 


it is clear that this list has been com- 
piled from imperfectly kept and still 
more imperfectly spelt Spanish records. 


Mr. Lopez described the tribes which 


are classed as semi-civilized, and said: 
"Tha remaining1 millions of Filipinos 
constitute more than nineteen-twentieth* 
of the entire population of the archi- 
pelago, and are divided into provincial 
districts. 
All of these provincial peo- 


ple belong to one race, and all of them 
•re Christian people, practicing the morals 
and arts of civilization, and speaking 
dlaleeti^whlch are as similar to each 
other asltre^the dialects of the different 
provinces in England. 
As a matter of 


fact, the difference between the dia- 
lectg of the seven provincial districts 
would not be a real difficulty to inde- 
pendent self-government. 
First, be- 


cause the difference in so slight, and 
secondly, because Spanish la the official 
language of our country. 


"Now as to the supposed enmity be- 


tween these so-called tribes: 
Such 


enmity i» quit* unknown among our 
people. 
During the short term when our 


government was not interfered with, the 
most perfect harmony and unanimity ex- 
isted, and provincial and racial dif- 
ferences were never even thought of. 
When our government was first estab- 
lished, emissaries came from almost all 
the provinces and islands, declaring their 
support on behalf of thos» from whom 
they came. Even the MOTOS of Mindanao 
and the Igorrotes of north Luzon, who 
had never been subdued by Spain, ac- 
claimed Aguinaldo.and were prepared to 
recognize his government. 
The inter- 


relations of the people of th* several 
provincial districts show that no »uch 
enmity has existed or does now exist. 
In the schools and college®, especially In 
Manila, there are representatives of all 
the chief provincials, and it wouldibe Im- 
possible to tell which were which. There 
la an educational institution (purely Fil- 
ipino) granting scholarships, enabling 
the- winners to study in Europe. 
These 


scholarships are open to all Filipinos In 
the archigelago. 


"In Japan, the official representative 


of the so-called 'Tagalogdespotism' lean 
Ilocano, 
In Madrid all th« Filipinos 


have formed themselves <nto a committee 
and are working unitedly for Indepen- 
dence. 
On tha committee are Taga.ls, 


Vlscayans, Dicols, Hoeanos and Pa,n- 
ga.sinans. 
This* is an important fact, as 


all these men are free from all external 
Influences, yet every one of them has 
voluntarily chosen to support Agruinaldo 
and to work for the independence of our 
oountry. 


"As a matter of fact, with the exception 


of the few uncivilized tribes in central 
Mindanao 
and 
the 
semi-civilized 


Argorrotes and Negritos of Luzon, the 
Filipinos are a homogeneous people, be- 
longing to one race. 
Although they 


epeak several dialects, they are one peo- 
ple. 
They constitute an overwhelming 


majority of the inhabitants of the Phil- 
ippines. 
They are opposed not solely 


to American, but to any foreign rule, and 
they are united in the desire for inde- 
pendence and for the purpose of main- 
taining a stable, independent govern- 
ment."

w growing tn diplomatic quarters that 
the pre**nt, non-action on th* Anglo- 
German agreement will continue- for 
some time, and that the agreement will 
be confined to Great Britain and Ger- 
many, at least until there is a fuller un- 
d«ratanding of th* third clause than 
either of these governments ha* given 
thus far. 


A diplomatic official said yesterday 


that on mature consideration of this third 
clause, It was se«n to Involve two con- 
structions: firwt, that If any power 
took territory In China, a* a result of 
tbe present trouble, then Germany and 
Great Britain also would take terri- 
tory; or, second, that If any eountry 
took territory in China, Germany and 
Great Britain would seek to prevent this 
action, or otherwise jointly act against 
the country sdHtlng to extend Its do- 
minions. 


Either •onstructlon, it was pointed out, 


wa* such that the powers not party to 
the agreement could not be expected to 
bind themselves to its acceptance. Un- 
der these circumstances, it waa *aid 
that the powers probably would seek to 
learn Russia's) views on the third clause, 
as Russian approval undoubtedly would 
remove the idea that there is any pos- 
sible menace intended. But it is recog- 
nized among diplomatic officials that it 
would b-s extremely difficult to secure 
an expression from Russia on this point, 
as an unfavorable rejoinder, which *ho 
might be expected to give, would; amount 
to a declaration that she had some t*r* 
ritorial designs cm Manchuria, and a

Controlling Thlr»f. 


The habit of drinking, even cold water, 


is one which is easily kept in the limits 
of the actual necessity of the body for 
renewing its moisture., But the habit 
must be regulated by the exercise of a 
certain degree of self control before the 
necessity arises. 
When a boy, I had the ambition of ex- 


ploration and prepared myself by absti- 
nence for privation. I used to abstain 
from drinking any Ikjuid whatever for 
24 hours at a time, knowing that thirst 
was the hardship most to be dreaded. 1 
found the habit so acquired of great util- 
ity in my travels, and especially in the 
campaigns in Montenepro, which is a 
country of few wells and no springs, the 
main supply being rain water collected in 
cisterns, and during the Turkish invasion 
their army could never maintain a force 
sufficient to hold the localities occupied 
for want of water. 
I have seen the Montenegrin army on 


a ^ forced march almost uncontrollable 
from thirst and my groom lie down in 
the road to drink frota, the puddles after 
a passing shower, though the water was 
yellow from the trampling of horse and 
man, while I felt no inconvenience what- 
*yer. I have seen the soldiers drink the 
entire contents of a cistern such as is 
provided by the way at convenient dis- 
tances down to the mud at the bottom as 
long as there was any liquid, middiiag, 
crawling, almost fighting to get to the cis- 
tern, though I had made the same march 
(though on horseback) without the sensa- 
tion of thirst.—London Times.

There Is 
a feeling of loyalty on the part of the 
secretaries which would prevent them 
from admitting, as an impartial critic 
would, that flieir beloved institutions 
were losing their hold on the people 
or were In any way less of educator 
than formerly. But we all know that 
the times have changed. Other attrac- 
tions have come in to take the place 
of the' cattle show and the farmers are 
not so exclusively absorbed in their 
narrow circle as formerly. 
It Is no- 


thing to be ashamed of if the shows 
do not fill as large a place in the public 
mind as they did 50 years ago.—Fitch- 
burg Sentinel.

A HATTER'S SHOP HIS COLLEBE 


How tte Utt Govtrntr Briggs LtH 


Manu With Hit Trunk 


The following from th* November 


Success is of local interest: 


"In* September, 1813, I brought 
this trunk on my back Into the 
town of Adams, Massachusetts. 
It contained my entire worldly 
estate, all of which was not 
worth ten dollars. I was In my 
eighteenth year and felt rich 
In. hope and prospects. God's 
mercies have been great to me 
ever slnfce.—George N. Briggs." 


These words appear on a card at- 


tached to a little battered trunk, which 
is among the treasures of the Briggs 
family. 


George Nixon Briggs was a black- 


smith's son, of South Adams, Massa- 
chusetts, the youngest of twelve chil- 
dren. While a mere lad he was ap- 
prenticed to a Quaker to learn iue hat- 
ter's trade. Although he made hats, as 
he did everything else, well, his de- 
sires strongly tuwied toward intellec- 
tual pursuits; and, after leaving the 
hatter, lie manlaged to study a year at 
a grammar school, where he obtained 
all the regular 'Instruction he ever re- 
ceived after quitting the common 
school. 


It 19 related of him that when he 


was holding the highest 'office the state 
could confer on him, a lady once, in a 
brilliant company, said to him, "May 
I ask, governor, at what college you 
were graduated;" 


With great gravity and courtesy tot 


mariner, he instantly replied, "At a 
hattar's shop, madam." 


At eighteen he had decided what his 


life -work should 
be. 
"In August, 


1813," he says, "with five dollars I had 
earned at haying, I left home to go 
studying law or medicine. I had a 
brother li\ing on the Hudson whom I 
visited in September, and then, with 
my trunk on my back, came into Berk- 
shire counlty, penniless, and a stranger 
to all, except a few relatives and 
friends, most of them as poor as I 
was, and that was poor enough. My 
brother aided me some until 1816, when 
he died." 


From the lawyers office tb congress, 


where for twelve years he represented, 
his native state; thence to the gover- 
nor's chair, which he filled for seven 
years; and then to the bench of the 
Massachusetts supreme court, where 
for five years he sat, rose the man! who 
at eighteen was his own expressman, 
•and owned five dollars, adding one 
more name to the long list of those 
who have fought a winning game with 
only native gr!*, perseverance, anH 
staying power for capital

The number of births in the state for 


the year 1899 was 70.457 and the num- 
ber of deaths 47,710, 949 more than in 
1898, 
while the number of births was 


2653 less than that year. ' Last year 
there were 23.523 marriages, an in- 
crease of 1381 over 1898. 


The excess of living births 
over 


deaths was 22,747, less by 3602 than the 
excess of the- previous year, but greater 
than that of ar.y other year since the 
beginning of registration except the 
years 1896-97-98. 


Of the births Suffolk county, which 


includes Boston, 
Chelsea, 
WintHrop 


and Revere, had 14,294. The largest 
lumber of births, 18529, took place in 
the summer months." Of the children 
born alive 36,199 were males and 34,258 
were females. 


In 22 409 births both parents were 


native born, in 34,238 both parents were 
foreign born, while there were 7139 
births where the father was native 
horn and the mother foreign, against 
6465 where the father was foreign born 
and the mother native born. 


The winter months were the favorite 


time for marriages, 7268 being perform- 
ed In that season. The average age 
of the men was 27.3 and of the women 
24.3. 
There were six brides of 14 years, 


28 of 15 and 139 of 16. Of the marriages 
43.79 per cent were between native born 
persons and 32.87 among, foreign born 
and 23.32 percent between native and 
foreign born persons. During the year 
1163 divorces were granted, a decrease 
of 19 from 1898. 


The death rate among males was 


slightly greater than that among fe- 
males.

Several parties of sportsmen have 


arrived recently In Minnesota for the 
dnck and geese hunting. 


Ix>eal sportsmen are all talking of 


tho wonderful bunting to be found at 
Swan lakes, in the southern part of 
Minnesota, a couple of hours' ride from 
St. Paul on tbe Northwestern, write* 
L. B. Cavalier, tbe Chicago Times-Her- 
ald correspondent, from St. Paul."Such 
swarms of ducks have never been seen 
there before cr In any other locality In 
this vicinity. They fairly, cover the 
water they are so numerous. 
The 


birds appear to have been on their way 
down from th<* north in vast flocks 
when they encountered a warm cur- 
rent which brought them to a stop. 


These lakes are about four miles 


from the station called Kicollet and 
were brought to public notice recently 
by the day's work, of two of St. Paul's 
professional men who are not even re- 
garded as fair shots. Two hundred 
and ten gjwl 235 ducks respectively 
were.brought home by these Nimrods. 
It was a record that staggered the old- 
est sportsmen, and straightway a trip 
was made *o Swan lakes, where It was 
found that the picture had not been 
overdrawn. 


A question that has always puzzled 


sportsmen was apparently well dis- 
posed of the other day. Hunters have 
held that ducks when wounded so they 
cannot fly will dive Into the water and 
not return to the surface. A ijecent 
experience Indicates that wounded 
ducks probably die from paralysis 
rather than by drowning, as Is ordi- 
narily supposed. In scientific works It 
is said that when the bird dives it 
grasps hold of grass roots under the 
water and either drowns or dies from 
Its wounds ia a few minutes, the death 
rigor of the jawa preventing the body 
from coming to the surface. This the- 
ory Is probably correct as regards 
ducks dying from wounds, but that 
they must otherwise drown has been 
proved" Incorrect In this vicinity within 
a few weeks. 


A sawbill was wounded and dived OB 


being pressed by the dog. After swim- 
ming around for some time the dog 
took refuge on some rushes near by 
and refused to come when called. The 
hunter went to dinner and remained 
away at least an hour and a half and 
on his return found the dog still on the 
watch. As the dog insisted that the 
duck was there the hunter made a 
search for it, which occupied consider- 
able time, as the moss was thick, with 
nearly a foot of water over It. When 
taken from the water, the duck was 
found to have a broken wing, but oth- 
erwise was not hurt, and it did not ap- 
pear to be in the least exhausted from 
Its long Immersion. 
It appeared to 


have been to a trance. 


The second case was on Sept 25 last 


and was a spoonbill. This duck dived 
on being shot, the hunter waiting half 
an hour for it to come to the surface. 
He'then went out and found it hanging 
to some moss just where it had gone 
down. Reaching afte^it and bringing 
It to the surface restored animation, 
and it was found that the bird was 
only slightly wounded. 


In each instance the duck was under 


water longer tlinn it could bold its 
breath, which is the ordinary method 
of water fowl when diving, and it 
would seem that nature has provided 
some means whereby they may live be- 
neath the water for a considerable 
time if they remain perfectly quiet. It 
!• possible the position they assume, 
the body being directly over the head, 
has something to do with their exemp- 
tion from drowning, and it may be that 
their condition "at such times may be 
suspended animation or what in a hu- 
man being would be termed a trance 
state. 
„ 


Jtecksnlpe hunters have found game 


unusually plentiful. 
Indeed so numer- 


ous are these birds that the inntke*, has 
become overstocked, and buafiredB of 
dozens are gouig into cold storage. 
They are more easily shot than most 
other prairie fowl, for'they are found 
In the main traveled country road in 
the neighborhood of pastures and 
swamps. 
Often they are found in 


flocks, but 'are difficult to get except 
they be taken singly, and this makes 
the jacksnipe an expensive bird and 
for that reason much more of a deli- 
cacy. 


In recounting his experience with 


Jacksnipe a well known St Paul Nim- 
rod says that he found himself In the 
center of a marsh covering four or five 
acres, over which there was from six 
Inches to two feet of water. He had 
gone into the marsh to scare up some 
mallards that hod dropped in there. 
Jacksnipe became so numerous that 
he abandoned all thought of tbe ducks 
and though be was obliged to use shot 
three or four times too large he remain- 
ed there and kept up a continuous bom- 
bardment, while his dog was busy 
bringing in the birds thnt had fallen. 
He gives It as an actual fact that he 
shot off 52 cartridges, nil he had with 
him, and that when the birds were 
counted they numbered exactly 52.

CHICKENS FOR BROILING. 


Ther May Sow Be Purchased All tit* 


Year Hound. 


The hen commonly stops laying during 


at least a part of the winter and begins 
laying again in January and continues to 
lay until early spring, when naturally, if 
ihe were not disturbed, sha would begin 
to sit on her eggs ai& batch out chickens. 
When these chickens come to be big 
enoufh to weigh from a pound to a pound 
and a half eacn, dressed, they are called 
broilers, and as such the young, tender 
and delicious chickens are sold. 
The 


chicken, of coarse, remains at a suitable 
size for broiling only a comparatively 
short time, and when it gets too big for 
that it becomes a spring chicken, still 
young and excellent, but to be roasted or 
cooked in some other manner than on the 
gridiron, being now too big for broiling. 


With chickens hatched out by hens and 


with the great majority of hens sitting 
elong at about the ssime time, broilers 
came into market during a certain time 
ef the year, just as vegetables formerly 
did, before we began getting them from 
the south and from under glass. 
There 


were some broilers scattered along before 
or after, but most of them came into mar- 
ket in the late spring and early summer. 
Years ago, and not so very many either, 
20 years or so, there was a pretty well 
defined broiler season, lasting a month or 
Bis weeks. Then came cold storage, and 
by that moms the broiler season was ex- 
tended two or three months or more. 
Some part at least of the surplus, broilers 
that would otherwise have been permit- 
ted to gro.w into spring chickens were 
killed and pnt away in the cold storage 
houses to be drawn on as required, and 
so the broiler season, or the period in 
which broilers could be procured, was 
materially lengthened. 


Then came what is known as the hot- 


house broiler, nn^ncubator hatched chick- 
en, raised in a brooder.. With cold stor- 
age the natural broiler season had been 
prolonged; with incubators it was antic- 
ipated, and finally it was lengthened in- 
definitely. 
There are now scattered in 


various parts of the: country hundreds of 
poultry farms using incubators that are 
devoted solely to the production of broil- 
er chickens for the market, some of them 
largo establishments, one in a western 
state turning out 100,000 broilers in a 
year. The broiler farms have their sea- 
sons of greatest production, but there 
are more or loss hothouse broilers, raised 
at all seasons, so that it is possible now- 
adays to buy fresh broilers every day in 
the year.—New,York Sun.

Mammoth Care. 


It is not commonly known that for 


many years after the discorery of Mam- 
moth cave the entire work of exploration 
was practicnlly in the hands of negro 
slaves, the property of the man who own- 
ed.the cave. Sometimes they would come 
to an obstacle that barred the passage, 
such as a great limestone rock or a yawn- 
ing crevasse across the way. Such obsta- 
cles would often stop exploration in that 
direction for fears, though beyond the 
obstruction thore were likely to be scorei 
of hpnnHfn! ohnmbors find mnny mil«*s of 
pnssnge.vays. 


Thus it happened that for years nothing 


was known of that large part of the cave 
lying beyond the'abyss named the Bot- 
tomless pit. This obstruction was known 
for over 20 years before it was crossed. 
Then one day in 1837 the negro cav« ex- 
plorer Stephen nnd gome of his fcllowi 
dragged to the place tbe trunk of a small 
tree, and ou this rather dangerous bridge 
Stephen crawled across the abyss. Then 
began the explorations that revealed one 
of the most wonderful and extensive 
parts of Mammoth cave. The abyss was 
found later to be 380 feet deep.

THE TEA TESTER. 


Be) Hun Dtucarded TmtlnB •"»* Now 


U»c» Sight Mild Smell. 


"The art o£ ten testing in commercial 


houses, which formcily proved detrimen- 
tal to the health of go muny men, has of 
late years been reduced to such accuracy 
that the testing part of it has been prac- 
tically eliminated in all but the name, 
and tea is now tested by sight and smell," 
remarked a leading tea importer recently. 
"Boiling water is first poured on an ac- 
curately measured quantity of the leares. 
In a few minutes the liquid shows a tiut 
of green or brown, and the length of this 
time arid the shade of the color produced 
are important elements in the te»t. The 
tester then, with the aid of a spoon, In- 
hales tbe rising s,team from the mixture. 
This is called -getting the aroma* and is 
the most important part of the test. He 
may perhaps m some cases actually taste 
the liquid, but this is no longer generally 
done. Color, aroma and the 'liquoring 
qualities' of the tea are sufficient grounds 
to judge by. The old time tea tester was 
a high salaried expert, who frequently 
ended his career with heart disease or 
fits, the result of slow poisoning from, the 
quantities of adulterated teas he tested; 
but now as a rule every tea importer 
tests his teas by the recent and approved 
method. 


"Only tbe largest tea importing houses 


at present employ tea testers of their 
own. The smaller bouses have their tea 
tested by a tea broker, whose sole busi- 
ness is in testing and using a price upon 
the delicate nnd finely flavored beverage 
of China and Japan. The prices of the 
different grades of teas range from 25 
cents to 85 cents per pound, and the test- 
er is expected to fix the exact value of 
the tea, even to the half and quarter 
cent. It can thus be seen how very finely 
bis sense of smell must be cultivated. 


"The testing of the teas is usually done 


In the morning, the tester preferring the 
hours before noon to those later in the 
day. 
Tea testing ia a remunerative busi- 


ness to those who get enough to do to 
keep them busy. 
The big importing 


houses who employ testers of their own 
pay them all the way from $75 to $150 
per week, aud the brokers with an estab- 
lished reputation in the trade earn much 
larger incomes from their work."—Wash- 
ington Star.

And so 
Greek suits them, not only because of ita 
attractive excellence, but because the 
longer they study it the more they come 
to realize how much it doe* to illuminate 
their Latin. The two are one study after 
all, and the one is Greek. The influence 
of the swift recent advance ID Latin ia 
therefore sure to quicken the slower pae* 
ot Greek.

of 14.000,000, Is at last a living fact 
and a profitable Inrestment, writes the 
St Paul correspoudent of the New 
York World. 


The Cascade tunnel of the Great 


northern extends 13,252 feet under the 
mountains. Eight hundred men have 
been working from both ends of the 
great bore. When they met, there was 
but two Inches difference in the grades 
the two parties were working on. 


In Its early stages Mr. Hill's plan of 


piercing the mountains Instead of cross- 
ing them was scoffed at by Investonr 
•nd railroad men as visionary and Im- 
practicable, destined to prove a failura 
or bankrupt the road or both. But now 
it Is estimated that the saving In ex- 
pense over the "switchback" system 
Will pay 10 per cent on the cost of tb» 
tunnel. Tbe tnnnel Is 24 feet high and 
20 feet wide, with room for a double 
track. Thirty-two air drills were used 
In excavating, and the rock taken from 
the tunnel was crushed and used with 
cement for a lining which Is four feet 
thick throughout. Electric motors will 
t» used to run trains through the tun- 
nel, aud the great tube wiM be lighted 
by electricity. 


Tbe Cascade "switchback" of the 


Great Northern, one of the greatest 
teats in railroad construction in the 
United States, is fast neariug tbe end 
of its usefulness. The approach to this 
series of zigzag ascending and descend- 
ing tracks over tbe mountains Is 
through tremendous gorges. Tunwater 
(Talking Water) canyon, about 30 miles 
this side of the tunnel, Is a defile ten 
miles In length through the heart of 
the great hills and for scenic grandeur 
has few rivals. The mountains here 
are nearly perpendicular. Everywhere 
hang long, white streaks of snow and 
water. One cannot distinguish between 
them until directly under a cascade. 
At Nason creek the train pushes deep 
.into the mountains, passing through a 
canyon so steep that it seems as though 
lightning had cleft the mountains asun- 
der. 
Climbing still higher, the train 


comes to a stop at the foot of the east 
side "switchback." 


Most careful examination is roaOe of 


each part of tl^e train before the as- 
cent is commenced. Every wheel and 
truck, all .*rbrakc mechanism, signals, 
etc., are inspected to guard against the 
possibility of accident. There has nev- 
er bean an accident on the "switch- 
back." A huge 12 wheeled mountain 
engine Is attached to the rear of the 
train, and the ascent is begun. At tha 
end of tbe first short length of track, 
called a "leg," tbe train stops, switches 
are thrown, anS the train backs on to 
the second leg. This process Is repeat- 
ed until a height of 4,027 feet la reach- 
ed at Cascade Summit, the entire train 
having been raised 652 feet from the 
starting point at Cascade tunnel. 


At various points during the ascent 


the station houses and other buildings 
are seen In tbe valley far below, and 
the series of tracks passed over by the 
train are in plain view. At Cascade 
Summit the train is at the highest point 
reached In the Cascade range— 4,027 
feet. The crossing of the Rocky nufcin- 
talns, 5,202 feet, and of the Cabinet 
mountains, 4,146 feet, both exceed It in 
altitude. 


Prom Cascade Summit tbe train now 


begins the descent of the west slope 
to Wellington station. There are four 
legs on the west side, the stretches of 
track are shorter and steeper than on 
the east. Tbe scenery also is of a dif- 
ferent character. The profuse vegeta- 
tion and huge trees of western Wash- 
ington are now in evidence. The train 
zigzags along the mountain and at last 
runs past the west end of tbe great 
tunnel and stops at Wellington, 3,093 
feet above sea level. 


Here a better opportunity is afforded 


to see tbe work on the tunnel than at 
the east aide. Big buildings, with tall 
chimneys throwing out clouds of 
•moke, contain the electric light plant 
and air compressors. A huge dump of 
whitish gray granite shows where the 
rock dug out of the tunnel Is piled. 


Scarcely less Interesting than the 


"switchback" Is the wonderful new 
rnnneL The roof at once place Is of 
solid granite 5,350 feet thick. 
The 


tunnel runs straight from the bead of 
one canyon to that of another, with a 
elope of about 00 feet to the mile. The 
east portal Is at an elevation of 3,37.") 
ft i-t. the western about 3,125 feet. 


Thirty-two rock drills, driven by 


compressed air, were used to bore 
holes in the rock in tho workings. 
Dynamite was then inserted aud fired, 
the blocks of granite were broken Into 


i smaller pieces, loaded on electric cars 


and taken out Outside the tunnel the 
rock was delivered to a crusher witli 
a capacity of 40 ton* per hour. The 
fragments were mixed with sand and 
Portland cement, taken back Into the 
tunnel and used to line tbe insidt?

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GREAT AUTOMOBILE RACE. 


German Emperor Will Offer » Royal 


PrU« to tho WlBBer. 


The German emperor Is 10 enthusias- 


tic over automobile* that be has be- 
come a patron «f tbe great race from 
Paris to Berlin next June, wiites the 
Furls correspondent of the New York 
Journal. An nations will be invited to 
participate, and tbe government of 
both countries will give official recogni- 
tion. 


Many prize races bare been arranged, 


and the winning machine is virtually 
assured of adoption for military serv- 
ice. The French government's experi- 
ments at the recent maneuvers were 
pronounced entirely successful, and tbe 
machines will be used extensively In 
the future. 
The kaiser intends to 


equip the German service corps. 


Tbe Paris-Berlin race will be 1,200 


kilometers. If the machines make the 
run successfully, a Paris-St. Peters- 
burg race will follow, with tbe French 
government, the Ualser and the czar as 
patrons. 
The Automobile Club of 


France is arranging the Berlin race. 
Baron van Zuylen, secretary of tbe 
club, said recently: 


"We shall send invitations to all au- 


tomobillng countries, especially to the 
United States, and hope they will send 
the fastest machines and best drivers, 
Katurally we French expect to win. as 
we have made great improvements In 
the last year, especially In mechanism 
tending to acquire greater distance ca- 
pacity without stopping. The Berlin 
race will be an international affair, 
open to all comers. Speed will be the 
chief object, because only tbe best and 
most powerful machines can make so 
great a run and stand the strain. All 
the leading French chauffeurs have, al- 
ready signified their intention of enter- 
ing,. Including Charron, De Kneff, Gl-

FLIGHT OF THE EMPRESS. 


HUstonarlei Tell How Chlnsie Impe- 


rial Party Hurriedly Left Peking;. 
Among the passengers on the orien« 


tal liner Glonogle, which arrived at 
Taeoma tbe other evening, were Miss 
Maude Hancock of Washington, Miss 
M. M. Wortliingham of Baltimore and 
Miss R. C. Arcott of London, England, 
missionaries of tbe English-Chinese 
inland mission, province of Szechuen, la 
extreme northwestern China, says the 
New York I'rc-ss. They left Szechuen 
early in \\.-~-: t. bt'ius warned out by 
the viceroy before an uprising took 
place in tlie province. 


The passengers tell an Interesting 


story of the flight of the empress dow- 
ager from Peking. It appears that, in 
accordnnoc with the regular practice 
of the Chinese officials in similar cases, 
false reports of supposititious victo- 
ries over the oJlies were persistently 
rendered to the palace, with the result 
tbat the court was lolled into a feel- 
ing of fancied, safety, and It waa not 
until the allies had actually entered 
the capital that tbe real fact* became 
known to tbe empress, and a rude 
awakening took place. 


On tbe morning of Aug. 15 the dow- 


ager. In company with the emperor, 
left the palace, clothed In common 
Chinese c.otton garments, traveling in 
an ordinary Chinese cart and accom- 
panied by an insignificant retinue. 
Such was the hurry of their departure 
that no money or valuables In any 
quantity were taken with them, and 
for several days the Imperial party is 
eald to have suffered great hardships. 
The only food with which they were 
ettpplled was the common millet of the 
country, and at night they had to sleep 
In wayside inns, on the rough brink 
kangs furnished for the accommoda- 
tion of travlers. 


Among those who accompanied the 


court were Prince j* un, Hang X! and 
Wang Wenshao, and it is said that the 
empress, feeling sympathy with the 
latter, on account of his age, urged 
him to return to his residence in the 
capital, but the old man begged with 
tears to be allowed to shore la the 
exile of tbe court.

INSPECTOR DAM'S ANN UAL REPORT 


Number ol Women Decreased and 


Men Increased In This City, While 


In Pittsfield the Women ara 


Doing More Work 


At about the time that the census 


enumerators were doinj? their work 
to find out the total population of the 
country, Charles A. Dam of this cUv, 
state inspector of factories for this 
district, 
including 
Berkshire 
and 


franklin counties was going: through 
the mills of the district to learn the 
number of persons employed in them. 
The results of this ln-\ estimation are 
embodied in his annual report to the 
chief of the state district police, which 
has just been completed. 
Mr. Dam 


this morning gave out some of the 
figures which are of 
much 
interest 


throughout the district. 


The figures, compared with those of 


last year, show a large increase in the 
number employed in the 
mills and 


. larger mercantile 
establishments 
of 


I the district. In the two counties, the 


number employed this year was as fol- 
lows: Men, 15,767; women. 7594; min- 
ors, between the ages of 14 and 16, 1150. 
The numbers for last year were as foT- 
lows: Men, 13,698; women, 73SO; min- 
ors, 840. This is a total of 24,511, as 
compared with a total of 21,918, or an 
nicrease of 2593 for the district. 


Of course these figures do not in- 


clude all who are employed, but the 
report of Mr. Dam covers the factor- 
ies, 
mflls and mercantile establish- 


ments where women and minors are 
employed, which in this city for in- 
stance would include the larger dry 
goods stores. 


In this city, It is interesting: to notice 


in the table given below that the num- 
ber of men employed has increased 
over last year by over 1000, while the 
number of women employed has de- 
creased by over 350. The number of 
minors employed has increased about 
150. The total increase in the city was 
771. 


In Pittsfield, on the other hand, the 


number of men employed has decreased 
by about 60, while the number of wo- 
men employed has increased by about 
160. 


Dalton is the only place of conse- 


quence in the district where the num- 
ber of women employed exceeds the 
number of men, this being so on ac- 
count of the paper mills. Adams, how- 
ever, has a very large percentage of 
v. omen in the mills. In the figures for 
Adams it should be noted that at the 
fie time the returns were made, the 
Berkshire mill number 4 was not run-- 
ning: full force, and that at the pres- 
ser.t time there should be added to the 
figures several hundred.
